CHICAGO (AP) - Sen. Eu - 
gene J. McCarthy has gained 
the su pport of the Conference of 
Concerned Democrats in his bid 
to Wrest the Democratic presi­ 
dential nomination from Presi­ 
dent Johnson. 
Between 450 and 500 persons 
from 42 states closed a two-day 
conference Su nday by shou ting 
their endorsement of McCarthy 
for the 19 6 8 nomination and 
u nanimou sly approv ing a reso­ 
lu tion praising the Minnesota 
lawmaker’s “dy namic leader­ 
ship.’’

McCarthy annou nced Thu rs- 
Jay he wou ld be a candidate in 
fou r and possibly more state 
presidential primaries. Du ring a 
conference session Satu rday he 
said he will take part in the 
Massachu setts primary .

In an address to the organiza­ 
tion Satu rday , McCarthy as­ 
sailed the Johnson leadership 
for deliv ering a “message of ap­ 
prehension, a message of fear” 
on the war in Vietnam.

CAPE TOWN, Sou th Africa 
(AP) — A Sou th African man 
with the transplanted heart of a 
25-y ear-old girl pu mping his 
blood annou nced today : “I am 
feeling mu ch better.” 
Lou is Washkansky , 55, a Lith­ 
u anian-born bu sinessman, was 
able to speak 33 hou rs after a 
medical break-throu gh opera­ 
tion. The tu bes to a respirator 
were remov ed from his throat, 
permitting him to speak his 
hrst words since Su nday ’s su r­ 
gery . 
Bu t he remained in a critical 
period at what Groote Schu u r 
Hospital called the world’s first 
hu man heart transplant. 
Heart specialists arou nd the 
world were waiting to see if 
Washkansky ’s body wou ld ac­ 
cept or reject the heart of De­ 
nise Ann Darv all, an accou nting 
machine operator killed in a car 
crash. 
“The longer Washkansky goes 
on, the better,” said Dr. Jaco­ 
bu s G. Bu rger, medical su perv i­ 
sor of the hospital, “althou gh 
that does not mean the heart 
will not be rejected later. The 
body cou ld decide in 5 or 10 
y ears’ time that it doesn’t want 
this heart.” 


Washkansky had a tracheoto­ 
my —a breathing tu be inserted 
in his throat— and cou ld not 
speak althou gh he was reported 
fu lly consciou s Su nday after­ 
noon after the fiv e-hou r opera­ 
tion. He was being fed anticoa­ 
gu lants to prev ent blood clot­ 
ting. Dr. Berger said that with­ 
ou t the transplant Washkansky 
wou ld hav e b^ n dead within a 
few day s becau se his heart’s 
mu scle was worn down. 
The landmark operation was 
su perv ised by Dr. Jan. H. Lou w, 
the hospital’s chief su rgeon, 
with Prof. Chris Barnard per­ 
forming the main su rgery . 
Su rgeons remov ed the heart 
from Miss Darv all’s body first 
and kept it going by a mechani­ 
cal pu mp while they took ou t 
Washkansky ’s damaged heait. 
They then transplanted the 
girl’s heart into the man’s chest 
and started it beating with jolts 
from electrodes. 


“It was like tu rning the igni­ 
tion switch of a car,” said Dr. 
Lou w. 


The case was followed with 
ex treme interest in the United 
States, where heart disease is 
the nation’s leading killer.

NEW YORK (AP) - Dressed 
in the white, red and gold splen­ 
dor of a Prince of the Roman 
Catholic Chu rch, the body ol 
Francis Cardinal Spellman lay 
in state in St. Patrick’s Cathe­ 
dral today . 
Thou sands of mou rners filed 
by the catafalqu e, placed in the 
center aisle, after a solemn 
High Mass of requ iem su ng Su n­ 
day night by Archbishop John 
F. Magu ire and nine concélé­ 
brants. Archbishop Magu ire has 
been named administrator of 
the archdiocese by Pope Pau l 
VI to serv e u ntil a su ccessor is 
named. 
Shortly after midnight, the 
great bronze doors of the cathe­ 
dral were shu t. 
Fou r New York City firemen 
and policemen stood gu ard ov er 
the coffin of African mahogany 
lined with bronze which will re­ 
main in place u ntil fu neral serv ­ 
ices Thu rsday for the cardinal, 
who died Satu rday of a stroke at 
the age of 78. 
All sev en su rv iv ing American 
cardinals hav e been inv ited to 
the Thu rsday serv ices. 
The six cardinals cu rrently in 
the United States hav e indicated 
they will attend, bu t whether 
Francis Cardinal Brennan, head 
of the Vatican’s Sacred Rota, 
wou ld retu rn from Rome was 
not known. 
As mou rners filled the cathe­ 
dral and messages of condo­ 
lence pou red into the chancery 
—inclu ding those from the Pope 
and President Johnson—specu ­ 
lation began on who wou ld su c­ 
ceed Spellman. 
Althou gh the selection of a 
su ccessor is finally made by the 
Pope, this will be the first ma­ 
jor American chu rch appoint­ 
ment u nder a new nominating 
sy stem set u p to giv e American 
bishops more say in the choos­ 
ing. 


First, the bishops of each of 
the cou ntry ’s 28 prov inces will 
meet with their gov erning arch­ 
bishop and agree on a list of 
names. 
These will be giv en to a new 
committee of sev en bishops 
from different areas of the 
cou ntry , named last spring, to 
to draw u p a consensu s of local 
nominations. This was formerly 
done by the apostolic delegate 
in Washington,

Commu nist troops 
shelled a U.S. destroy er, killing 
two Americans and wou nding 
three, made a bazooka attack 
on the U.S. Army headqu arters 
ju st ou tside of Saigon, sank one 
cargo barge and set another 
afire, and ambu shed an Army 
conv oy . 
The fighting in the delta broke 
ou t ju st before 8 a.m. as troops 
of the U.S. 9 th Infantry Div ision 
and the 5th Vietnamese Marine 
battalion were being landed by 
Nav y armored troop carriers 
for a sweep. 
The force came u nder heav y 
fire from recoilless rifles, small 
arms and machine gu ns. U.S. 
Army helicopter gu nships, artil­ 
lery and Nav y gu nboats joined 
in the battle to su pport the 
grou nd troops. 
The 
U.S. 
Command 
said 
heav y contact c o n t i n u e d 
throu ghou t the day and that the 
allied troops pu shed the Com­ 
mu nists abou t 2Vz miles north­ 
ward. At nightfall, there was 
still moderate to heav y contact. 
U.S. headqu arters said the al­ 
lied troops also took fiv e prison­ 
ers and captu red 42 weapons. 
One of the Commu nist attacks 
on U.S. installations was on the 
main Army headqu arters at 
Long Binh. A second was a few 
miles from Long Binh, and a 
third was near an American di­ 
v ision headqu arters. 
U.S. Marines tu rned the ta­ 
bles on the Commu nists when 
they ambu shed a colu mn of 25 
enemy troops two miles sou th­ 
east of Phu Bai, headqu arters of 
the 3rd Marine Div ision. The 
Marines killed fiv e of the enemy 
in the brief firefight Su nday 
night and captu red fou r weap­ 
ons. One Marine was killed and 
fou r wou nded. 
Enemy mortar attacks also 
were reported Su nday , and the 
Commu nists tried to ov erru n a 
district headqu arters in the 
coastal lowlands. 
U.S. Headqu arters also an­ 
nou nced in a delay ed report that 
an Air Force C7 Caribou trans­ 
port crashed from u nknown 
cau ses last Thu rsday in a dense 
ju ngle area 26 0 miles northeast 
of Saigon. All 26 Americans 
aboard were killed. They inclu d­ 
ed two civ ilian employ es of the 
U.S. gov ernment.

UNITED NATIONS (AP) - 
President Makarios of Cy pru s 
welcomed Secretary -General U 
Thant’s peace proposals for his 
strife-torn island Monday and 
called for the complete with­ 
drawal 
“of 
all 
non-Cy priot 
armed forces other than those 
of the United Nations.” 
Makarios also called for “ef­ 
fectiv e gu arantees against any 
military interv ention in the af­ 
fairs of Cy pru s.” This, he said, 
“is a demanding necessity for 
peace.” 
The Cy pru s reply to Thant’s 
appeal came a day after Greece 
and Tu rkey had accepted the 
proposals. In a preliminary re­ 
ply Su nday night, Cy pru s had 
said Thant’s program was “par­ 
ticu larly constru ctiv e” and had 
promised a more detailed reply 
within 12 hou rs. 
The Tu rkish reply to Thant’s 
proposals ex pressed 
reserv a­ 
tions ov er two sections that 
were dropped—one calling for a 
broader fu nction for the U.N. 
Peace force in Cy pru s and one 
prov iding special rights for the 
Tu rkish Cy priot minority . 
Thant said only that the U.N. 
force cou ld play a broader role 
in keeping peace and qu iet on 
the island. 
U.S. presidential env oy Cy ru s 
Vance wou nd u p his talks with 
Makarios in Nicosia Su nday 
withou t ov ercoming the Greek 
Orthodox archbishop’s objec­ 
tions to those prov isions and an­ 
other one for disbanding the 
Greek Cy priot National Gu ard. 
Vance went to Athens and 
then left for Washington, say ing 
he was “gratified that tension in 
the area had receded.” His 
choice of words u nderlined that 
fu ll agreement had not been 
reached. 
At the end of the 3V2-hou r 
meeting in Nicosia, Makarios 
looked pleased, in marked con­ 
trast to Vance. He told news­ 
men: “I don’t think there is a 
crisis. I mean there is no reason 
for it.” 
As President Johnson’s spe­ 
cial env oy , Vance had helped 
Greece and Tu rkey reach their 
agreement on mov es to prev ent 
war between the two after the 
Tu rks threatened to inv ade Cy ­ 
pru s becau se of a clash there 
last month in which 27 Tu rkish 
Cy priots were killed. 
Bu t to make Greece’s conces­ 
sions go down more easily with 
the Greek pu blic, the strategy 
was to hav e the gov ernments 
respond to an appeal from 
Thant rather than giv e way to 
each other. Thant apparently 
changed the terms of the appeal 
after Vance informed him of 
Makarios’ 
u ny ielding 
resis­ 
tance.

Shepherd, 19 . of Montpelier, 
Idaho, has been in Vietnam fou r 
months along the demilitarized 
zone with the 3rd Battalion, 9 th 
Marine Regiment. 
He sleepily recalled the inci­ 
dent today from a bu nk in Dong 
Ha dispensary ' where he is u n­ 
dergoing prev entativ e treatment 
to preclu de rabies. 
It happened one day last week 
at abou t 1;30 a.m. Shepherd and 
fiv e other Marines had set u p 
in an ambu sh position ov erlook­ 
ing a ju ngle trail fiv e miles 
sou th of the demilitarized zone. 
Shepherd, 6 feet tall and 170 
pou nds, was on the right end of 
the line with each man abou t 
two arms-lengths apart. They 
gazed down a 20-dlegree clear 
slope to a trail along a creek. 
Shepherd was ly ing on his 
belly , his rifle cradled in his 
left hand and his head tu rned 
to the right. 
The tiger came from the left, 
passing in front of the other 
fou r men. Only the squ ad lead­ 
er, a corporal, nex t to Sheph­ 
erd, saw the beast.

BUFFALO. Mo. (AP) - Law 
officers are still getting tips 
toward possible solution of the 
murders of two young persons 
from Montreal. Canada, Prose­ 
cutor Ted Scott of Dallas Coun­ 
ty said Sunday. 
The bodies of Bertram Kidd, 
20, and Marjorie Sharp, 21, stu­ 
dents of McGill University at 
Montreal, were found Nov. 26 in 
a soy bean field south of Buffalo. 
They had been there nearly 
three months, officers guessed. 
The two had spent the sum­ 
mer in Mexico and were hitch­ 
hiking home to enroll for the fall 
term at McGill Sept. 27. 
“ We know the girl cashed a 
money order in Mexico City 
Sept 16,“ Scott said, “ and that 
they left Dallas, Tex., at 7 p.m. 
Sept. 18.“ 
“ The next definite fact is that 
they waited for a ride at a ser­ 
vice station on the edge of 
Springfield. Mo., the afternoon 
of Sept 20. The station attendant 


has a brother teaching in Can­ 
ada, and the attendant says he 
talked to the girl half an hour 
about Canada.“ 
“ She borrowed a piece of 
cardboard from him and wrote 
‘Chicago’ on it to use as a sign 
in hitching a ride. It was rain­ 
ing a little when they left the 
station at 5 p.m., walking toward 
Interstate 44 She pulled her 
sweater up over her head." 
“ The attendant saw a station 
wagon stop for them, but they 
didn’t get in. Probably because 
they were accepting only long 
rides. That’s the last the atten­ 
dant saw of them, and the last 
definite thing we have.“

The Army has surrendered in 
its battle to hold on to a draftee 
who spent his entire 18-month 
hitch at home with his wife, 
some of the time earning $130 a 
week at a job. 
\ 
The Army announced Friday 
that Pfc. Joe A. Smith. 23, of 
Brownsville, Calif., would be re­ 
leased from active duty proba­ 
bly next week. 
At the same time the an­ 
nouncement was made by the 
6th Army, U.S. District judge 
Robert C. Peckham was issuing 
a show-cause order for the 
Army to explain why Smith 
should not be discharged. The 
judge laughed when he heard 
about the release. 
Like all the other draftees. 
Smith received 30 days leave at 
the end of his basic training at 
Ft. Hood, Tex., in November 
1965. He went to his Sacramento 
Valley home to await orders. 
Smith 
w a i t e d .. .a n d 
waited.. .and waited. No or­ 
ders. Finally, he took a $130-a- 
week logging job with Sillen 
Bros. Inc., at nearby Yuba City 
to support himself and his wife, 
Glenda. 23. 
He waited a year and a half. 
All the while, the Army sent 
Mrs. Smith a monthly allotment 
check of $95.20—and in Smith’s 
name they sent an $18.50 U.S. 
savings 
bond 
every 
three 
months. But he didn’t get his 
private’s pay because he wasn’t 
at a post to sign for it. 
Last June 13, Smith figured 
his time was up. donned his al­ 
most new uniform and present­ 
ed himself for discharge at the 
Oakland Army base. There was 
a bit of a fuss. 


“ You’ve got to be kidding!” 
exclaimed an officer when he 
heard Smith’s story. Smith said 
he sure wasn’t. 
The Army wanted Smith to 
serve—for real—his 18 months, 
to return all the money they had 
paid in allotment checks and 
bonds. The American Civil Lib­ 
erties Union took up Smith’s 
cause 
While the case was simmer­ 
ing, Smith was sent to the 6th 
Army presidio in San Francisco 
and employed as a runner. He 
even made private first class. 
Smith said the Army also 
wanted to charge him for deser­ 
tion, but dropped it for insuffi­ 
cient evidence. 
“ I didn’t expect trouble," 
Smith said when the case was 
first made public. He said he 
didn't try to hide the fact he 
was in the Army. 
Smiths 
release 
from 
the 
Army means—like other draf­ 
tees—that he still has the re­ 
mainder of a six-year service 
obligation to serve: active re­ 
serve for two years during 
which he will attend weekly 
drill, inactive reserve for anoth­ 
er two. Then he gets his dis­ 
charge. 
An Army spokesman said he 
was “ not certain” about what 
would happen to the Army's de­ 
mands for return of the bond 
and allotment money. But he 
said he expected the release to

and I happen to prefer a stick 
shift.” 
The seco nd man said: 
“ I was o ffered a jo b as a paint 
spray er, but I turned it do wn. Al­ 
tho ugh I co uld do the wo rk, I am 
ex tremely allergic to paint.” 
Were these men, hav ing refused 
to take jo bs that were o ffered, 
thereby disqualified fro m co llect­ 
ing unemplo y ment insurance? All 
states do disqualify , in v ary ing de­ 
gree, the perso n who refuses a jo b 
— but o nly if the jo b he refuses is 
“ suitable.” 
In the abo v e cases, the first man 
was indeed held disqualified. The 
cab driv ing jo b was suitable, be­ 
cause his o nly o bjectio n to it was 
petty and unreaso nable. But the 


seco nd man was held no t disquali­ 
fied. The painting jo b was no t 
suitable, because it inv o lv ed a real 
danger to his health. 
Ano ther facto r that may affect 
the suitability o f a jo b is the dis­ 
tance the perso n must trav el to get 
there. Fo r ex ample: 
A man was held disqualified fo r 
unemplo y ment insurance because 
he refused a jo b lo cated o nly 11 
miles fro m his ho me. Go o d trans­ 
po rtatio n was av ailable, and hun­ 
dreds o f o ther emplo y ees were 
making the same trip ev ery day . 
But an o lder man was held jus­ 
tified in refusing a jo b 3 4 miles 
away . In his case, the o nly way he 
co uld hav e go tten there was by 
driv ing an o ld and ailing auto mo ­ 
bile. 
Ho urs and wages, to o , may be 
taken into acco unt. Thus: 
A steno grapher who refused a 
9 to 6 jo b, because she preferred 
8 to 5 , was held to o finicky — hence 
disqualified fo r unemplo y ment in­ 
surance. But a man was held no t 
disqualified when he refused a jo b 
at wages substantially belo w tho se 
prev ailing in the co mmunity . 
In this way , weighing indiv idual 
facto rs, the law seeks to carry o ut 
the basic philo so phy o f unemplo y ­ 
ment insurance—to draw a reaso n­ 
able line between tho se who do 
want to wo rk and tho se who do 
no t. As o ne co urt put it: 
“ (Unemplo y ment insurance) was 
designed to allev iate the financial 
hardship o f tho se unem plo y ed 
thro ugh no fault o f their o wn. It 
was no t intended to pro v ide a v aca­ 
tio n with pay .”

Q—Abo ut a y ear ago my 
husband started hav ing what 
the do cto r called blepharo ­ 
spasm. What is the cause? Is 
there any cure? 
A—Blepharo spasm is a per­ 
sistent s p a s m causing firm 
clo sure o f the ey elids. It may 
be caused by abno rmal sensi­ 
tiv ity to light, inflammato ry 
diseases o f the co rnea o r an 
emo tio nal strain. It is so me­ 
times asso ciated with parkin­ 
so nism (shaking palsy ). Tran­ 
quilizers may help but if it is 
chro nic an o peratio n sev er­ 
ing the nerv e that supplies 
the muscles o f the ey elids o r 
remo v ing the muscles them­ 
selv es may be necessary . 


Q—I 
h a v e co njunctiv al 
hemo rrhages that k e e p re­ 
curring in bo th ey es. Can 
so mething be do ne fo r this 
co nditio n? 
A—These hemo rrhages are 
o ften seen in perso ns with 
hardening o f the arteries and 
may be precipitated by co ugh­ 
ing, sneezing o r straining at 
sto o l. In so me perso ns they 
o ccur witho ut any apparent 
cause. The co nditio n is no t 
serio us and will clear up with­ 
o ut treatment in abo ut two 
weeks. It helps, ho wev er, to 
apply co ld co mpresses to r 1 5 
to 2 0 minutes two o r three 
times a day fo r the first two 
day s, then ho t co mpresses fo r 
three o r fo ur day s. 
Q—I am a wo man, 61 . My 
ey es hav e ceased to pro duce 
tears. My do cto r say s there is 
no cure and that I must use 
ey e dro ps the rest o f my life. 
What is the cau^? Will this 
co nditio n ev entually lead to 
blindness?

A—D r y n e s s o f the ey es 
may be caused by tracho ma, 
diphtheria, burns and dro p­

o f mucus o n the co njunctiv a 
which can be washed o ut with 
o rdinary so o thing ey e dro ps. 
Fo r o ther causes an ey e spe­ 
cialist sho uld be co nsulted. 
Neither 3 v arfarin (Co umadin) 
no r digitalis wo uld c a u s e 
blurring o f y o ur v isio n. 
Q—What causes slightly ten­ 
der black and blue spo ts to 
appear with little o r no bruis­ 
ing? What is the best prev en­ 
tiv e fo r them? 


A—Yo u may hav e a fo rm o f 
purpura, a disease in which 
there is a deficiency o f blo o d 
platelets and an abno rmal 
weakness o f the walls o f the 
capillaries. This disease may 
be caused by an allergy , a re­ 
actio n to v ario us drugs, rheu­ 
matic fev er o r a lack o f v ita­ 
min C. Depending o n the cause 
v itamin C, v itamin K o r thio - 
guanine may be helpful.

help pay for the fine art 
windows in the church. The 
Society of Christian Endeavor 
gave a play, “ The Pied Piper of 
Hamelin,” directed by Miss 
Bess Carter, (the late Mrs. E. A. 
Kibbe) to buy one window, and 
they were assisted by children 
of the Sunday School, some who 
are still active today. Other

as 
memorials to former members. 
In 1954, the building was 
badly damaged by lightning and 
fire, and from June 1954 until 
Feb. 
1955, 
the 
members 
attended joint Sunday School 
and worship services with the 
Christian Church. Mrs. T. E. 
Heyssel of the Presbyterian 
Church and Miss Mary Hert of 
the Christian Church 
were 
organists for the combined 
choirs. 
A complete renovation of the 
educational building was made 
following the fire. During the 
years a new electric organ,

system,

pulpit 
furniture, communion table, 
and many other accessories 
have been added as gifts.

NEW YORK (AP) - Things a 
colu mnist might never know if 
he didn’t op en his mail:

Today 
their life ex p ectancy is seven 
y ears greater than that of men

er thing science can't y et ex ­ 
p lain is wh\ men tend to lose 
hair from the top of their head 
as the\’ age bu t grow more hair 
in tbeir ears and nostrils. It 
realh- doesn't seem to make 
mu ch sense, does it? 
Bu t it is encou raging to know 
that, even in this most mu rder­ 
ous of centu ries, more p eop le 
are living longer. Of America’s 
200 million p eop le, 1,124,000 are 
over 8 5. 
It’s the ordinary man making 
an ordinary salary who keep s 
Uncle Sam living in the sty le in 
which he seems to want to be­ 
come accu stomed. Ex p erts of 
Tax Fou ndation, Inc., have fig­ 
u red that if the Internal R eve 
nu e Service took 100 p er cent of 
all incomes over $10,000 a y ear, 
it would bring in only enou gh 
money to op erate the federal 
government for 34 day s. 
If it’s tru e, as H.G. Wells once 
said, that “civilization is a race 
between edu cation and catas­ 
trop he,’’ we may win y et. In 
1965 U.S. colleges and u niversi­ 
ties awarded 17,000 doctoral de­ 
grees. By 1976 the figu re is ex ­ 
p ected to reach 37,000 annu ally .
